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Construction Begins 
International Trade Center Policy Available 


At Mobile 


Site preparation has be- 
gun and pile driving will be- 
xin soon down onthe water- 
front of Mobile, a few yards 
from ocean vessels that 
load and unload commerce 
of world trade at this port. 

Construction will begin 
on the International Trade 
Center by the Alabama 
State Docks that will house 
the trade promotion offices 
to sell the Port of Mobile 
throughout the world, and 
will offer its service to 
manufacturers in Alabama 
to help in selling their pro- 
ducts overseas. 

The construction of the 
International Trade Center 
has been made possible by 
two companion bills of the 
1965 special session of the 
Alabama legislature, One 
of the bills is a general 
obligation bond to be voted 
on by the people of Alabama 
in December. The other bill 
is a revenue bond issue 
which permits short-term 
financing and immediate 
construction of the Center 
pending the approval of the 
general obligation bill. 

The revenue bond issue 
has already been passed by 
the legislature and has been 
signed into law by Gover- 
nor Wallace. 

The contract was 
awarded for the building of 
the International Center 
last week tothe E.H, Cropp 
Construction Company for 
$1, 342,302.00, the Center to 
be finished by July of next 
year, 

On the first floor of the 
Center will be a foreign 
trade library, exhibit space 
for commercial and foreign 
trade displays, and consu- 
lar offices. 

The 2nd and 3rd floor of 
the Center will offer office 
space for firms in foreign 
trade, shipping, and trans-

portation, 

On the top of the 4th 
floor, overlooking the port, 
will be a World Trade Club 
and Restaurant, interna- 
tional in its decor and in 
its menu. This will be a 
meeting place, an at- 
traction for overseas visit- 
ors and the visiting U, S, 
businessman and shipper.

Modified Life 


For Veterans 


For a few pennies a 
week an eligible veteran 
can make sure his small 
children have a stake of 
their own when they reach 
maturity, Neil R, Smart, 
Manager of the Veterans 
Administration Regional 
Office in Montgomery, 
said. 

Mr. Smart pointed out 
that for as littleas 44 cents 
a week, a 45 year old World 
War II or Korean veteran 
with ser vice-connected 
disabilities who can meet 
other requirements, can 
get a $1,000 GI modified 
life policy, 

For 72 cents a week, 
the same veteran can ob- 
tain $1,000 20-pay life 
policy. 

To add $1,000 worth of 
coverage in both cases 
given above would cost even 
less, Mr. Smart said. In 
the case of the modified 
life policy, it would cost 
33 cents a week more to 
raise the coverage to 


$2,000 and 61 cents a week 
more to get a $2,000 20- 
payment life policy, 


Freezer Cut Off?-Keep It Closed 


Few things are more 
useless or troublesome 
than a car that quits run- 
ning--or a deep freezer 
that stops freezing. 

“That's why it’s a good 
idea to check your freezer 
every day to make sureit’s 
running,’ says Sara 
Hutchinson, Associate Ex- 
tension Chairman, 

And what if it isn’t? 

“Then, you’d better take 
one of the following steps,”’ 
explains the food econo- 
mist. ‘‘Keep the freezer 
closed, move the food toa 
locker plant or add dry 
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ice,”’ 

In a closed, fully-loaded 
freezer, food usually stays 
frozen about two daysafter 
the power goes off. With 
less than half a load, it 
probably won’t last more 
than a day. The kind of food 
and the freezer size also 
affect how long things will 
remain frozen. 

‘Baked goods thaw 
quicker than meats, and 
larger freezers stay cold- 
er longer than smallones,”’ 
says the Extension chair- 
man, 

If you think the food may 
begin to thaw before the 
freezer is fixed, it might 
be best to move it to a 
locker plant. 

Wrap the food well in 
newspapers and blankets 
or use insulated boxes, then 
make a quick trip to the 
locker. 

Dry ice is another pos- 
sibility. Fifty pounds will 
keep the temperature down 
to 15 degrees F, for about 
two days in anaverage size 
freezer, 

‘Saw or chop the ice 
into pieces and place it on 
cardboard on top of the 
packages,’’ says Mfrs, 
Hutchinson, ‘‘And remem- 
ber,’’ she warns, ‘‘never, 
never handle dry ice with 
bare hands--it may cause 
severe burns.’’ 

For added protection, 
cover the freezer with 
blankets or quilts, making 
sure to leave air-vent 
opening uncovered,
